The old-timer demands evidence; demands 
that show our wares, our results; and, after all, 
results are the ultimate test the efficiency ef- 
fort and the worth theory method any di- 
rection. offset our claims, will tell you 
that our modern educational product speaks un- 
grammatically, spells viciously, writes atrociously, 
has little keenness for “mental arithmetic,” can not 
parse, and most vital all, has not the moral stam- 
ina the boys the olden times. And the old- 
timer not without seeming advantage the con- 
troversy, for the Johnny Brown whose bad gram- 
mar and worse manners might respectively heard 
and seen the immediate plyaground suffers 
comparison contrast with the pictured Johnny 
twenty more summers removed from the scene.

Don’t compare the texts today with those 
yesterday for evidence, for the comparison may mis- 
lead.

the same issue the Hearst papers, that 
June 29th, Mr. Wells, the omniscient British 
oracle, writes: “In many parts the United States 
elementary education far below the Western Eu- 
rope level and the consequent ignoarnce shock- 
ing. should not doing duty writer for 
the English speaking did not say so. 
was not thinking the new districts inhabited 
fresh immigrants, but the old, native-born American 
regions, like Kentucky. The United States ab- 
normally slack about its elementary education, and 
needs plain, stimulating speech the matter. But 
Americans are state irritable self-satisfaction 
about their schools. They are refusing, almost vio- 
lently, know that their general education has not 
kept pace with their enormous increase wealth 
and material civilization.”

Was that 
was easily influenced led, was that had 
been deeper than teacher fond mother had ever 
suspected, was that the seeds.of vicious compan- 
ionship were ripe for the harvest before their sowing 
had been questioned? not presume know. 
Some have suggested that the matter may have 
been merely boyish prank—a matter that had 
ended designedly, the hands cool, intelligent, 
responsible man,, snuffing out brilliant young 
life and spreading blackening despair around 
hearth that had known only hope and comfort and 
love. think, however, that the age the boy, 
his status, the carefulness the planning, and the 
seriousness the issue combine make more 
stable substance for the fatality than that mere 
prank.

And not only must know his charges, but 
teacher must keep knowing them, that is, 
must study them anew each stage their 
growth, which means, every day. 


The profoundest mistakes relatively our pupils 
are made right here, the very taking-off point 
our intellectual journey; are made indeed, and all 
because are dull insight and unsteady pur- 
pose; are made, too, when adjudge the boy 
girl now what knew him her, let say, 
year ago. Each has changed mind, soul— 
emotion, sentiment, volition, during that period 
Our boy and girl have come into ten thousand new 
experiences since year ago, they have heard and 


_read ten thousand things, and they carry ten thou- 


sand new pictures and new thoughts, all which 
constitute for them new world—pulsating, surg- 
ing, repelling, drawing, against which with 
which they are ever acting reacting for their own 
weal woe, but, most certainly, for ceaselessly 
altering personality. 

The study our pupils, then, our initial, our 
preeminent, educational duty. duty that must 
also learn sense abiding one. modern 
educational literature has done notable good for the 
cause, has done so, first all, this, that 
untiring directing regard our pupils, not 
class all, but many variant entities—not 
one whom alike, receives what say 
the same way, with the same understanding feel- 
ing effect. And all the while the surface, the ex- 
terior, each them may not tell true tale 
all. Ours divinating study, were; must 
get beneath the skin, the palpable; must un- 
flagging, else shall come into insecurity over- 
night; and, above all, our study must contain de- 
gree diffidence, wholesome diffidence, else will 
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make mistakes, else our efforts will prove ludicrous 
when not tragic.

The most 
practical thing for such mentors would start 
once study each member the class, realiz- 
ing fully that otherwise there can that class 
nothing but mob-rule and lock-step educational 
procedure. Every child should quickly rated, and 
such rating amended from time time additional 
data are supplied. 

around what the person does, how acts reacts 
under given stimulii, what says, under what cir- 
cumstances has been moved has spoken, what 
his friends say about him, what his enemies think 
him, etc. have abundant opportunity 
from hour hour and from day day note the 
things that make not make for character, that 
tell not tell apitudes. The important point 
that accustom ourselves employ our op- 
portunities with system and with steady persist- 
ence. Let suspect the intelligence the teacher 
who impatiently proudly avers: “Oh, know 
pupils!” 

indeed important that study our boys 
and girls with system. merely suggest here 
matters for the aspiring earnest teacher; nothing 
the nature scientific treatment planned 
will attempted. But, any methodic study 
childhood youth bound with certain meas- 
ure scientific theory. The system suggested 
would, first all, commence with knowledge 
the history the child; then our observation should 
keen and ceaseless note unconscious acts, es- 
and catch inferences, which acts and in- 
ferences must our avenues the inside, the 
budding powers and character traits each.

There always and ever flaw 
such information about others, indicating clearly 
how difficult understand man.

Too often forget that the child individu- 
al; lose sight him the group. 

But not often enough—how very, very seldom 
turn the searchlight ourselves, study 
our own, the teacher’s, 


for the child being individual, this—the 
single pupil, the personal character that one 
unit—is really the prime factor with which have 
deal. The record our class the end the 
year, its average, its standing relatoin the 
work the whole school, and relation the life 
for which being prepared—all this must rec- 
koned from the beginning terms the individual 

pupil. 

Over against this factor the single unit, always 
tempting the teacher the easier way, mere 
mass achievement, the group, the class whole, 
the idea the average—an idea which greatly 
fostered present the overemphasis stand- 
ardization, 

standardization being overemphasized? 
would seem so, when even such ultra-progres- 
sive among educational authorities ex-president 
effecting education the United Dr. 
Elliot wrote recently the New York Times. “Its 
name standardization.” “It obvious,” the same 
authority went say, that “standardization has 
become dangerous adversary progress.... The 
idea education develop the utmost possible 
variety individual attainment and group attain- 
ment, just the true goal democrary the full 
develpoment the utmost variety capacity 
the individual citizen. The true educational gaol 
the utmost development the individual’s ca- 
pacity power, not childhood adolesence 
alone, but all through life. Fixed standards 
labor and study, modes family life com- 
munity life, are downright enemies progress for 
the body, mind and soul man.” (Not “fixed 
standards,” course: the standards must fixed. 
“Fixed methods reaching fixed standards,” Dr. 
Elliot unquestionably means.) 

This brief dictum Harvard’s famous Emeritus 
just about tells the whole story. “The ideal 
education,” let repeat, “is develop the utmost 
possible variety individual attainment and group 
attainment.” But achieve the latter, that is, the 
group attainment, obviously the former must the 
first considered ;—the individual attainment first, 
otherwise the group attainment will necessarily 
negligible. After all, the end the school year, 
when everything being reckoned up, what does 
the standing class amount to? amounts 
nothing more, course, than average; nothing 
more than the maximum the “best” 
duced certain level the others. The object 
aimed raise that average, that level. 
can raised only increasing the capacity the 
individual pupil, and paying attention him 


individual. 

develop any given child’s individuality, 
must first all know the child, study him. 
child class little human dynamo. must 
find out its voltage and use it; increase too 
and train not only its own highest 
tion power, but likewise smooth-working 
and pulling force the great concordant machine 
life. change the figure, must make our- 
selves acquainted with each child our care the 
sculptor makes himself acquainted with his clay. 
Let say that Lorado Taft modeling his famous 
piece sculpture which must not only perfect 
the whole, but which must able withstand 
the scrutiny the most critical, applied the 
detail. assured, Lorado Taft knows 
the texture and quality, the wetness the dryness, 
the pliability the rigidity every bit clay 
that takes models that famous group, 
figure after figure, line after line, detail after détail. 
knows the moment touches it—through 
long practice his skill and perfection his touch. 
The teacher must know each and every one her 
pupils the same way. 

But study the individual pupil sometimes 
very delicate piece business. has its dangers. 
Too close attention any given child apt 
disastrous that child the long run sheer 
indifference oversight. The child must studied 
without the child’s knowing it. there anything 
earth that boy girl (especially boy) hates 
and resents and draws away from—at any rate, the 
moment the borderland adolesence approached, 
and special attention. This 
trait common all children, once they become con- 
scious themselves, once they become individuals. 
know one little girl nine who has, can have, 
everything that money and generous parents can 
buy give. But when, occasion, this child 
school her mother’s motor car, she 


insists getting out block away from the 


school entry. Why? wise mother has never 
probed into the why it, has never even asked. But 
she declares that she knows perfectly well 
why. child does not wish attract special 
attention. She unusually clear-headed, per- 
haps rather prosaic youngster, not all given 
sensitiveness. She normal and healthy and strong. 
But special attention tortures her. tortures them 
all, and the quintessence torture when 
happens sight of, the knowledge of, their 
schoolmates. The teacher who, her zeal study 
and develop the individuality her pupils, singles 
out this that boy girl, whether account 
dullness brightness, and openly concentrates 
attention that pupil, either making “example” 
“model” him her, doing the child 
grave injustice. 

But there danger considered, the study 
child’s individuality, even before the self con- 
sciousness adolesence reached—even when 
child very young and enjoys special attention. 
not thinking here much the “spoiling” 
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little ones, the development them jealousy, etc., 
“petting,” but rather the destruction their 
inititaive, the lessening their self-reliance and 
their natural independence. This injury can done 
the brightest children. Teachers, carried away 
the “individualistic” idea, constant and spe- 
cial attention child, may develop, instead 
spirit initiative, strained, rather strenuous 
atmosphere, tension which almost invariably 
followed lapses, drop into apparent indiffer- 
ence. Too often this condition mistaken for stu- 
pidity sulleness rebellion, whereas only 
the relaxing wires too tautly and for too 
played upon. Sometimes, the brighter the child, 
the greater the reaction and relaxation. 

is, too, grievous mistake expect too much 
from child along any special line for which that 
child shows aptitude. Better not play one ‘string 
too eagerly. After all, while wish develop 
the child’s individuality, don’t want make him 
lopsided. Keeping mind Edman’s saying (in 
“Human that “civilization’s chief guaran- 
tee progress lies the comparatively small group 
which native ability exceptionally high,” 
must guard against making that “small group” still 
smaller wearing children out through overem- 
phasizing their special qualities; short, over- 
specializing, and producing something top-heavy 
and unfitted for the work the world. And even 
when succeed striking the happy medium, 
drawing child’s individuality out easy bal- 
ance, must prepared for certain arid seasons, 
certain periods “halt” that succeed periods 
Maybe the teacher, even with average care, still 
the one blame for these priods. Anyway, 
must take them often warnings. Who was 
that reminded that learn swim Summer 
and skate Winter? 

enjoyed most interesting pedagogical experi- 
ence few years ago—not school, but 
theatre. was during the rehearsals play 
mine being produced the well known Catholic 
actress, Margaret Anglin. Those rehearsals lasted 
several weeks, and during them cast some twen- 
ty-five people were drilled the presentation 
piece peculiarly difficult because its special na- 
ture. (It was “The Divine Friend,” Biblical 
drama: and modern actors not take any too 
readily the archaeological.) Day after day, hour 
after hour, from eight-thirty the morning six 
the evening (often with only few minutes for 
luncheon, sent us) Miss Anglin and sat 
little table the footlights and taught those twen- 
ty-five men and women, that class adults, how 
speak, how move, how stand still, how 
living figures, individual units, plastic group. 
Sometimes one word, one gesture, had gone 
over and over, ten, twenty times over, achieve 
the desired intonation, the proper effect. Myself, 
there were moments when felt that could endure 
more, that nerves would crack, the actors 
and actresses, even the best them (and Miss 
Anglin’s companies are always cultured and edu- 
cated people) seemed hopelessly off-the-track. 

But nobody’s nerves cracked—because the mar- 
vel Margaret Anglin. (The Ladies Loretto, 
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Loretto Abbey, Toronto, lost great teacher when 
they her go!) Never life have seen 
such display pure pedagogical genius that 
gifted woman exhibited those rehearsals. Never 
once, during all those nerve-racking days and weeks 
did that born educator and teacher lose her temper, 
raise her voice, show the least sign annoyance 
impatience. But she produced, far the acting 
ensemble went (not speak the scenic and cos- 
tume display, which she likewise designed and su- 
pervised) wonderfully beautiful presentation. 
How did she manage it? constant study 
the individuality each and every member her 
company, most whom were quite new her. 
She seemed always know when their nerves 
might reaching the breaking point. Always, 
the precise psychological moment, she would shift 
the scene relieve them, refresh them, ease 
up, for the time, this principal that detail, 
taking some other group for some other scene, 
returning one another individual part. She 
played with that cast with hand perfect mastery, 
the artist plays with colors the sculptor with 
his clay, because she knew her colors and her clay. 
She knew what she wanted produce, and she 
knew what material she had with which produce 
it. How often, watched her work, ex- 
claimed myself, great teacher lost the 
schools!”

But, sure 
they were set free, and each case was closely 
watched, they began flourish and grow strong 
and become healthy little individuals, free arm 
and leg and breath, robust and happy. cases 
where the same ration was supplied both those 
unswaddled, and those whose mothers still clung 
the old standardized way, the unswaddled ones 
very quickly outdistanced the others.. The same 
true education. The swaddling clothes stand- 
ardization too often bind the child’s mind that 
its full development becomes impossible, least

ined its own intrinsic influence the develop- 
ment intellect, its efficiency co-operation with 
other subjects, its necessity fundamental 


study them. 
The College. 

The sacred name college carries with 
idealism student development that should and 
must preserved age passes age, showing the 
strange modificatoins affecting education. have 
passed through about eighteen ages modificatoin, 
and yet our days vacillation and continuous 
change educational points and practice still 
see the need absolutely certain essentials 
taught and insisted upon, which time, change 
creed should not drive from our colleges. 

The Student 

The student still, ever was, rational 
creature with essential faculties and powers 
developed means ways, methods and instru- 
ment swhich are our command. long man 
will man, theory system education un- 
worthy inadequate can never change nor essen- 
tially distort the order which demands full and 
equitable development creature who shows 
physical, moral, social and intellectual aptitudes for 
perfect development. 

The Curriculum 

The college curriculum which might interfere 
with the demands the fourfold essentials 
developed every creature must held serious 
account for the apparent incompleteness, inadequacy 
and inefficiency many college student’s grad- 
uated student’s life. The utilitarian, materialistic, 
monetary and morally indifferent age which 
live has placed unworthy seal and sanction 
many college, many curriculum, and the 
aspirations, lives and actions many our stu- 
dents. This condition cannot attributed want 
educational advantages, not any governmental 
coercion, not tyrannical church domination, not 
social distinction, surely not motives high- 
idealism perfection. No! must attri- 
buted the non-appreciation the wonderful, sub- 
lime creation, man, with his perfections well 
limitations body, matter and time, the non- 
appreciation the powers, faculties and aspirations 
his soul and the real meaning life here and 
the real meaning life hereafter. true science 
there that may show clearly the danger this 
non-appreciation, and this science Psychology. 

Subject Psychology 

History clearly shows that was ever the en- 
trancing pleasure the scholar delve deeply in- 
the study this psycho-organism, man, with his 
perfections and limitations. The immortal “Know 
thyself” seemed the basic principle almost 
all the schools philosophy. Many these schools 
through their masters have given the most 
sublime reflections body, character, passions, 
temperment, immortality and moral accountability. 


Many these reflections were ‘innocently beautiful 
even their incompleteness and needed only for the 
completion their truth “the true light which en- 
lighteneth every man that cometh into this world” 
(John 9). illustrated and made clear the hid- 
den points this our psycho-physical organism 
its creation, endurance and final term aspiration. 
Life sasumed new phase hope and nobility after 
the Saviour’s life, and death longer held the 
awfulness grewsomeness the mysterious un- 
known after His death. The soul then, with its pow- 
ers and faculties, became the study man, study 
intensely followed the masses and classes 
diversified intelligences that may attribute the 
changes psychologic theory and study this en- 
thusiasm, dividing its students later, the days 
rebellion, into two great schools. 
The Two Schools Psychology 

the Reformation great rebellion, the science 
Christian psychology suffered the most. The old 
Church had been suspected monopolizing the 
science psychology, subject, distort and square 
with her theology. The very word soul, close- 
associated the days faith with the super- 
natural and religious, began lose its meaning and 
significance. was necessary for rationalistic, ma- 
terialistic and agnostic purposes that vital blow 
struck the spirituality, immortality, account- 
ability, creation and destiny God’s handiwork 
That blow was struck through the alluring plea 
its necessity the interests advanced modern 
edge all things, human and divine, their origin, 
continuation and term, accordance with their na- 
tures and the sacred words divine, 
term and limitations were torn away from that de- 
finition. They were not needed. They were con- 
fusing. They pointed threatening finger the 
gross intellectual immortality the theories re- 
puted masterminds. The presence vivifying 
principle could not denied, but that presence was 
insidiously converted contorted into such terms 
“neuronic consciousness,” “nerve activity,” 
sistance,” “motion” and “spontaneous generation.” 
The sublime study the essence, existence, crea- 
tion, accountability and spiritual prerogatives 
God’s greatest work was discouraged, jeered and 
prohibited, creating condition affairs edu- 
cation which was the natural consequence those 
times, and which has continued, more less modi- 
fied, unto our own. Modified, repeat, because this 
false, incomplete soon 
branched out into many systems for its explan- 
ation there were colleges and professors willing 
propound them. want time causes 
pass over many instances the grossest incon- 
sistence, insincerity, suspicious activity and uncer- 
tainty modern beliefs concerning the human soul. 
One incident ridiculous vacilltaion resultant from 
the confused false teaching psychology and 
happening our times worthy humorous men- 
tion. 
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Spiritualism 

Some years ago, perhaps within the memory 
the worthy professors present, the adherence our 
lectures the belief truly existing, personal and 
spiritual soul was regarded many schools, pro- 
fessors and tyro-students unnecessary, unscienti- 
fic and dangerous. The necessary prerogratives de- 
manded its study and given truth were 
regarded ominously approaching the realm 
ethics and theology. Spiritless psychology was the 
scientific demand hundreds our colleges. There 
were only, statisticians tell us, approximately four 
thousand enthusiastic followers (nicluding profes- 
sors) the United States, and one hundred and 
fifty thousand the entire educated world, who pro- 
fessed the cult Spiritualism. They were, say 
the least, persistent the misguided enthusiasm 
their convictions. 

The terrible World War took place with its fright- 
ful effect the nervous systems and the conse- 
quent psychology the times. Never was human 
nature put such test strain. Hatred, anger, 
revenge, commingled the strangest chaotic union 
with fear, dread, terror, hope, expectaiton and sor- 
row. psychologic change belief took place 
regard the spirit world. Loving ones longed and 
craved for knowledge and communication with their 
absent loved ones. What mattered theory phil- 
osophy they could have some assuring con- 
soling intercommunication with them? The shat- 
tered, nerve-racked systems seized the opportunity 
for such communication, the pendulum false, 
deceptive and incomplete theory swung suddenly 
the other side..Seances were sought out where souls 
were seen, intercommunication 
spiritual photographs were taken, 
professors, reputed masters psychology, and cul- 
tured and shrewd detectives might seen inter- 
mingled with the motley, morbid and curious throng 
attending the nightly seance. Professors now re- 
read the discarded volumes Barret, Lom- 
broso, Richet and Sidgwich, and commented 
them the most enthusiastic language. “The num- 
ber adherents the school rejuvenated spirit- 
ualism reached the astounding figure approx- 
imately four hundred and fifty thousand ten years, 
two hundred thousand whom are the United 
States; ten thousand converts the City Chica- 
alone.” Materialistic psychology may yet pass 
through stranger and more ludicrous changes even 
our day. 

Psychology 

Why, then, may asked, should tamper 
all with the mysteries science danger- 
ous, deceptive, mutable, mystic and incomplete? The 
answer plain. not the theory, knowledge, 
application deductions true psychology that 
are fault. The blame rests the materialism, 
superficiality, irreligion, indifference and irreligious 
trend the times. For that very reason, the great- 
pressure brought bear forcing godless, 
soulless psychology the modern world, 
the more indefatigable should the efforts edu- 

cators and lovers truth sustain the preroga- 
tives this sublime science. Those efforts, vali- 
antly though not sufficiently aggressive, have been 
rewarded with success the truly Christian 
schools that was capable withstanding the rav- 
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ages falsely estimated advancement, godless re- 
ligion and modern debasing tendencies. 
Method True Psychology 

view those growing tendencies our age, 
psychology not only may, but must be, insisted 
more aggresively our Christian colleges. Due 
the advantage which possess research work 
which might called final concerning the body and 
nervous system, completed psychology should 
interesting, enticing and easy. The neuronic pow- 
ers the great human organism should not may 
not minimized, disregarded, confused neg- 
lected order magnify the powers the soul. 
This would unnecessary, uncalled for and mis- 
leading. Such method procedure should never 
advocated true psychologist any sect 
religion. The deeper the study this marvelous 
organism, the more sublime must the estimate 
its greatness and grandeur. must have the 
highest administration for facts already known, and 
must expectantly await the discoveries which may 
increase the admiration for that myriadly complex 
organic nerve system exhibiting such marvels 
generation, neuronic powers and capabilities, and 
admirable order structure the universal and 
focal sensory organisms. These are all perfect ma- 
terial instruments and agents, machines perfect 
purpose, admirable life their myriad activities, 
admirable after death the minutest examination 
those cells which life and development per- 
fectly followed the laws vegetation and sensation. 

But the mere examination those nerves and 
cells not enough psychology. The informing 
spirit life them, the student must understand, 
capable far more than automatic action through 
them. capable using the powers and laws 
judgment, analysis, synthesis and deduction tem- 
poral, eternal, organic and spiritual problems. The 
arts, the sciences, history and literature are its ser- 
vants, used it, commended condemned it. 
Its powers extend far beyond the instinctive dic- 
tates passion, imagination, memory sensuous 
The end its action the acceptation 
the intelligent truth, goodness and beauty, whether 
subjective objective. From this clear that 
student’s and scholar’s life, must show triple 
mode development. 


Three Modes Development 

Nature itself would clearly ndicate what this de- 
velopment must be, master psychology. First 
the normal education the human body, demanding 
for the future good society the soundest, strong- 
est, healthiest and cleanest members. For that de- 
velopment psychology demands that the college pro- 
vide for the different forms activity, recreation 
and labor, school, field and athletic exercises, not for 
favored few, but for all. These, together with light, 
air, heat and food, remarks great psychologist, “are 
the birthrights college student.”

Nor this dif- 
ficult explain. Simple language, clearly delineated 
characters and host varied elements, each with 
its own appeal and admirably interwoven, make 
this drama ideal production for the stage. The 
story has always found favour with both young and 
old. For the former, who never question the mon- 
strous impossible, tale from fairy-land, 
with Shylock, the ugly villain, pursuing lordly 
merchant, and Portia, the rich and beautiful prin- 
cess, who saves Antonio just when all hope lost. 
But for the adult reader has special claim which 
lies hidden beneath the surface. All the world hates 
double-dealer. Shylock’s “merry bond,” de- 
signed with diabolical skill seek, under cover 
the law, the very life his competitor, but which 
“returns plague the inventor,” that, after all, has 
made this story live from generation generation. 
Like Shylock’s hopes our interest momentarily 
built ‘up and sustained until culminates the 
strange situation developed the trial scene. Then, 
even have closed our eyes lest should be- 
hold the horrid deed which seems inevitable, 
superb stroke genius, the tables are reversed and 
the spell broken. breathe sigh relief and 
welcome the comedy which follows. Although the 
title the drama derived from Antonio, the mer- 
chant, the character which stands out pre-emin- 
ence undoubtedly Shylock, the Jew. 

the mere mention the name, Shylock, what 
strange image arises before each one us! 
me, man sixty, tall but stooped and lean- 
ing his ivory-headed cane; clothed rich 
gabardine with the characteristic oriental girdle, and 
close-fitting black cap, which covers his partly- 
bald head but yet reveals whisps iron-gray hair; 
his fingers, which are long and thin, are bent, ever 
twitching though they feel his gold filtering be- 
‘tween them; his face yellow, and furrowed 
deep wrinkles; his beard gray and scraggy; his 
eyes, small beneath the heavy eyebrows, are pierc- 
ing and filled with hate cunning and suspicion— 

“an inhuman wretch 
Uncapable pity, void and empty 
From any dram mercy.”

sions, avarice revenge, predominates Shylock’s 
character. not without significance that his 
first words should concern money: 

“Three thousand ducats” 

May not even say that the “ancient grudge” 
bears Antonio one the finance well 
hatred.

motives revenge? And, from Shylock’s stand- 
point, would not good stroke business 
get rid rival sacrifice three thousand du- 
cats, even more? was not the first time that 
had employed such means.

troubled his house and that was “pleased give 
ten thousand ducats have baned.” hates 
Antonio, true, “because Christian” but 
does not hate him 
“more for that low simplicity 
lends out money gratis and brings down 
the rate usance here with Venice?” 
When the elopement discovered, not his 
daughter’s loss, nor even that she has fled with 
Christian, mark you, that pains him much the 
fact that “the thief gone with much and 
much find the The tidings Antonio’s 
losses bring kind diabolical joy his heart- 
someone going pay for all; that will his 
“satisfaction,” that will his “revenge.” the 
trial scene, when stands ready take the pound 
flesh his whole countenance aglow with fien- 
dish delight. But what the motive? the 
satisfaction revenge, revenge for all his wrongs 
and those done his nation not rather the 
thought that when this man, his only obstacle, 
“out Venice can make what merchandise 
will?” When, length, sees his purpose de- 
feated and his victim elude his grasp, does not 
eagerly seek have the bond “paid thrice and let 
the Christian go.” Yet, the hearing Jessica 
has declared 
“That would rather have Ontonio’s flesh 
Than twenty times the value the bond 
That did owe him.” 
the vindictive retort which hurls the faces 
Salarino and Salanio would seem that revenge 
was the supreme motive, but then must remem- 
ber that the same time was camouflaging the 
other and probably more weighty motive. Thus 
these two passions gnaw his heart until finally 
the last vestige humanity destroyed, and 
are almost led believe Gratiano’s analysis his 
nature: 
“thy curnish spirit 
wolf, who, hanged for human slaughter, 
Even from the gallows did his fell soul fleet, 
And, whilst thou layst thy unhallow’d dame, 
Infused itself thee; for thy desires 
Are wolfish, bloody, starved and ravenous.” 

But there any justification for Shylock’s 
hatred for Antonio? Some. Shylock, Antonio 
represents Christian oppression, both religious and 
commercial. not only Antonio that com- 
plains: 

“You spit upon Jewish gabardine 
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And foot you spurn stranger cur 
Over your threshold.” 
Evidence seems show that the Jews generally 
were despised and persecuted. And why? Simply 
because they were Jews. The Christians, alas, who 
could beautifully expatiate the “quality 
mercy,” were sadly lacking the practice. There 
was incentive for the young Jew make friends 
with the Christians and live brotherly terms. 
Such thing was impossible. Hence, the Jews 
from childhood looked upon the Christians their 
enemies, and, being excluded from trade mer- 
chandise, were driven traffic gold and silver. 
This form commerce time became profitable, 
became the Christian merchants often had need 
ready money—there were banks the time, and 
besides money was rather thing with 
such gentlemen Bassanio and his associates. Thus 
certain the Jews, like Shylock and Tubal, amassed 
great wealth. However, although may excuse 
him for lending money rate usance—it was 
the only means livelihood left him—yet, can 
never forgive him for the erorbitant rate and the 
means too often employed achieve his ends. 
the harsh treatment which Shylock receives the 
trial scene, when the Christians have him their 
power, characteristic the times, then have 
additional justification for the Jew. One can 
never forgive Antonio for the bitter dose ad- 
ministered Shylock imposing Christianity 
him, and giving half his wealth 
“unto the gentleman 
That lately stole his daughter.” 
* * * 

Shylock had told Solanio what Christian example 
consisted and Antonio exemplified it. way 
charity, however, let suppose that there was 
intention the part the Court impose the 
first condition unless Shylock should give evidence 
that had not learned his lesson. 

have been lenient toward Shylock the 
score that the Christians were partly responsible for 
his vindictive character, can say very little that 
favourable from the standpoint that was good 
Jew, that say, religiously. would like 
make himself believe that doing service 
his “sacred nation” getting rid Antonio; but 
does not, the same time, desecrate the syna- 
devise the infamous bond. thanks God for the 
losses his fellow-citizen—commerce and religion 
come dangerously close Shylock’s philosophy. 
inclined think that “helped God” his 
cunning bring about the delay Antonio’s ships. 
Whenever quotes scripture for the sole pur- 
pose justifying his usury. Bassanio right 


“The devil can quote scripture for his purpose.” 
throws his hanrs horror the thought 
“smelling pork” eating with the Christians and 
yet does smell pork and “feed upon the prodigal 
Christian” when there question forwarding his 
design. When affliction comes, does htink 
his “sacred natoin” himself?? “The curse 
never fell upon our nation till now. But why? 
“never felt till now.” has sacred oath, tells 
Portia the court, oath heaven,” oath 
take the life his fellow-being. How absurd! 
will not lay perjury his soul, “No, not for

but yet will commit murder for the 
mere commercial supremecy Venice. the light 
these cricumstances, hesitate place his re- 
ligious patriotism one his redeeming charac- 
teristics. not rather hypocritical exterior be- 
hind which makes his schemes?

Yet, must bow before the 
more adroit mind Portia. How cleverly she makes 
him construct his own trap! was Shylock who 
insisted the letter the bond and thus gave 
some justification the quibble which defeated his 
purpose. Portia did not condemn him because 
was the law. was contented with her decision— 

because was wise enough realize that had 
made the condition himself. also knew his bond 
was legally weak but was confident suc- 
cess that had not figured any alternative. The 
result was crushing. His trick had failed and was 
stupefied. Before could recover, the law had 
wound its tenacles about him and rendered him 
helpless.

The Executive Ability the Teacher and its De- 
pendence Method. 


ERE must kept mind few principles that 
govern all good methods; namely, the proper 
placing subjects the daily program, sense 
proportion the time allotted the several 
steps lesson, and control the class during the 
recitation transition period. 

When arranging your program, take into con- 
sideration the fatigue curve and alternate subjects 
requiring more thought with the lighter subjects. 
Normally the energy rises steadily from nine the 
morning until reaches its highest point between 
ten and eleven and then takes steady slump 
toward noon. the afternoon experience shows 
that minds are most alert about two o’clock after 
which attention begins flag. 

proper evaluation the various phases, Prep- 
aration, Presentation, Generalization, and Applica- 
tion lesson will help the teacher distribute her 
time good advantage the period assigned for 
each lesson. spend much time awakening 
the interest and getting the attention the pupils 
crowd out the presentation the facts, shows 
lack executive ability. jump into the midst 
things without preparing the child’s mind for the 
new knowledge, another extreme avoided. 
Common sense and little knowledge the work- 
ings the child’s mind will help the teacher 
apportion her time that she does not rob Peter 
pay Paul. Likewise, place mind-fatiguing sub- 
ject like Arithmetic formal grammar too early 
too late the session another indication 
poor management the part the teacher. 

the control her class, however, that 
teacher shows whether she has executive ability 
not. she can make each and every pupil feel that 
under special observation, and may called 
upon any moment, then the mind the teacher 
and the mind the pupil come into that contact 
which makes learning possible and teaching pleas- 
ant. primary teacher must develop the power 
diffusive attention, keeping one child the umbra 
her attention and still remain conscious all the 
rest the penumbra.

silence demanded the taskmaster who shouts,

tivity. The question discipline will take care 


itself the teacher sees that every child occu- 
pied every minute with educative work during reci- 
tation and study periods, and tension relieved be- 
tween periods simple setting-up drills. 

VI. Failure—Real and Mistaken. 

young teacher may have passed her Normal 
School examinations brilliantly, know all the prin- 
ciples educational psychology, saturated with 
pedagogic lore and yet fail tragically during the 
first year. This total failure may real only 
apparent. 

real she fails utilize her knowldege 
applying theory practice, shows inability 
handle the minute machinery classroom manage- 
ment. Lacking the mastery the details disci- 
pline, she may render futile all her knowledge 
scientific pedagogy. Such failure all the more 
pathetic Normal School graduate, because 
the bad light which places pedagogic training. 
There will not wanting those poorly self-made 
teachers found every community, who will dis- 
credit professional preparation which shows such 
poor results. Therefore, novices should not too 
self-confident and self-sufficient, and think they have 
nothing learn from their older and more experi- 
enced Sisters. little humility will stand the novice 
good stead. rule, everyone willing 
help novice over the rough places. course, the 
principal’s suggestions should followed scrupu- 
lously and the advice successful teachers like 
grade regarding the preparation programs and 
the planning lessons for that particular grade 
should sought and acted upon until experience 
makes her. sure her ground. keep out the 
rut routine work, young teachers should read 
good professional journal, such The Catholic 
School Journal, attend the Diocesan teachers’ meet- 
ings, and keep themselves sympathy with their 
pupils continuing improve themselves that 
their children may not “drink from stagnant pool, 
but from flowing spring.” 

The failure the young teacher may only ap- 
parent she fails gain the approbation her 
principal because some minor detail organiza- 
tion. She late occasionally, neglects write 
her daily attendance, does not submit reports 
time, becomes excited when visitor comes in. She 
may really efficient teacher, know how stim- 
ulate the young minds her pupils and make them 
respond her every mood, but she does not follow 
her program. She may inspirer childhood, 
but her enthusiasm not considerate the 
teacher above below her and may deserve 
reprimand for having disorderly class. 

Relatively trifling these lapses may seem 
broadminded person, they are enough stigmatize 
young teachers inefficient the eyes their 
superiors. Remember that “trifles make perfection 
and perfection triflle.” 

VII. How Children Learn. 

Children learn doing, that their 
own activity. Therefore, the lecture method out 
place the primary school. The child must 
taught think and reason for himself. The poor 
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teacher, anxious get quick results, tells does 
for the child, but does not teach the child. She 
constantly “pouring in” but seldom has time left 
find out how her pupils react her brilliant 
talks. The talking teacher should have place 
primary school; neither should the lesson-hearing 
teacher. The wise teacher knows what facts she 
cannot elicit from the child’s mind, but must tell 
him. She will not waste time impossible devel- 
opment lessons, but she will never for the child 
what can discover for himself. She will guide 
him skilful questioning and gradually lead 
the answer required. This requires infinite patience 
and knowledge the workings the child’s mind. 
Young teachers are apt give too much attention 
the responses the brighter children and neg- 
lect the slow ones. This great mistake. or- 
der justice both types, well divide 
the class into groups and give the more able pupils 
the more difficult questions answer, and the slow- 
pupils the more obvious ones. this way all 
feel that they are contributing their share the 

Many teachers think that teaching the individual 
the ideal. They lose sight the fact that the 
child learns from everyone with whom comes 
contact, from his whole environment, and that char- 
acter formation the goal education. 

Sometimes teacher flatters herself with having 
made impression pupil, but she dis- 
illusoned examining him. Experience will teach 
her encourage the pupils express themselves 
frequently and even the most timid and nervous 
child will respond when properly approached. This 
getting responses the utmost importance 
the teacher, there can effective teaching 
without it. The learning process simply demands 
expression for every impression. when 
the child’s mind has worked over the new knowl- 
edge, can said have apperceived assim- 
ilated it. When responses are external, oral 
otherwise, the teacher will find difficulty de- 
tecting and correcting wrong ones, but requires 
experience dealing with children detect wrong 
inner responses. Therefore, good teachers will ob- 
serve their pupils closely and watch subsequent 
lessons whether what was taught before has been 
made over and linked the child’s mind. 

VIII. Aids Memory. 

Memory work has been much decried modern 
works pedagogy. The pendulum seems have 
swung from one extreme the other. Who among 
the older teachers does not remember that when she 
was child much her time school and home 
spent memorizing answers that were ex- 
pected recited verbatin the next day, regard- 
less the fact whether they were comprehended 
not. From too much stress the use the plastic 
memory childhood there has come tendency al- 
most disregard it. must strike happy mean 
and train the memory reasonably. St. Thomas says 
all that can said the subject when tells 
that order remember, must strive make 
uor mind striking picture the thing 
memorized, and connect with many others 
possible, the more unusual the associations the bet- 
ter. After that constant, attentive repetition will 
fix the thing remembered. 
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hardly ever forget that which are inter- 
ested. the first thing look for wish the 
child remember the lesson, teach terms 
the child. Other aids memory are make 
clear-cut initial impressions. Remove all hazy no- 
tions and make sure clear concepts before at- 
tempting fix them. Numerous associations should 
established, the more the better. one fails 
call the desired matter, another may so. Have 
frequent attentive repetitions with emphasis the 
attentive. careless, even incorrect repe- 
tition will frustrate all other attempts made the 
right direction. the higher grades topical out- 
lines will immeasurable value memoriza- 
tion. The establishment causal relationship will 
never fail help keep mind the lesson learned. 

good memory discriminative. selects the 
important and rejects the trivial. Not everything 
teach the child needs memorized. fact 
allow for waste, just nature allows for waste 
everything. Some things, however, ought 
memorized either for their intrinsic importance 
economize time the teaching subjects calling 
for knowledge these. The common forms 
the prayers the Church and the Catechism 
Christian Doctrine ought memorized even 
not fully grasped the child. reason develops, 
the meaning will become clearer, and sermons and 
instructions attended later will vivify the words 
the catechism and help impress the sublime truths 
our holy religion and inspire live 
them. Beautiful passages literature, poetry and 
prose, will memorized with profit, not only be- 
cause the sentiments they convey, but also for 
the sake acquiring choice vocabulary and nicety 
expression, Certain definitions which clearly and 
concisely sum concepts arrived lesson are 
worth memorizing, also combinations, important 
formulae and principles arithmetic. Dates con- 
nected with important events history, important 
facts geography, some few rules spelling and 
syntax are worth while store our memory for 
future use.

the business every stage education 
recognize this impulse the race and train it. 
standard high school runs full curriculum 
drawing and art. First all requires prerequi- 
sites; friendly relations with the principal 
grammar schools from which its students come and 
uses this relationship with tact such way that 
students entering its classes are well prepared 
start drawing and art work high school grade. 
assumed that the students will remain for the 
four years high school; hence some high 
schools, courses are not mixed find them 
the grades, but are separate and progressive. The 
order logical: yr., constructive; 2nd. yr., per- 
spective; 3rd., decorative; 4th., either applied art 
mechanical drafting. These courses are supple- 
mented much possible the corresponding 
handicrafts, and accompanied nature drawing, 
modelling, art appreciation means slide lec- 

The terms “constructive,” “perspective,” “dec- 
and “nature” are, course, meant 
fully comprehensive, for the school should give com- 
plete courses, not leaving out any important prin- 
ciples branches the subject. certain teacher 
asked visiting teacher what kind drawing 
was teaching and when told, “Constructive draw- 
ing,” she answered, “Constructive drawing? don’t 
know just what meant constructive drawing 
except that drawing patterns for the construc- 
tion geometrical solids our course.” 
sure that was constructive drawing but only 
one smaller corner large field, one single appli- 
cation left quite high and dry and lonesome and one 
that should given only late step the 
course. The curriculum should have the general 
aim preparing for the various needs and uses 
drawing and art life and the special and more 
immediate aim preparing students for the col- 
lege work they may have view; should there- 
fore comprise all the main principles and all the 
main types applications. Moreover the problems 
can and should arranged that the boys who 
“can’t draw,” can draw and that the born draftsmen 
and artists may also get their fill; can and should 
arranged that special aptitudes; such 
genius for illustrating, for architecture for ad- 
vertising may find full opportunity for develop- 
ment. 

The ideal equipment for the high school draw- 
ing and art department would include for the free- 
hand division, large rooms, plain but beautiful de- 
sign and faultless color scheme; north light from 
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rather high windows; novable sketching desks; 
handy working library, rich art examples and in- 
dependent the drawing and art section the 
school’s main library good collection the stand- 
ard elementary plaster cast models; vases, antigues 
and other artistic models; locker for each stu- 
dent’s drawing materials; charts the 
complete set large white geometrical solids; 
enough cases and shelf space for the various nec- 
essary materials; platform for “figure” and other 
large models; ample display for students’ work and 
for art prints; goodly store “true” art prints 
and lantern slides means which enrich 
the young impressionable mind with the world’s 
best art and added this well equipped art-craft 
shop adjacent the drawing room. For the mech- 
anical drawing department the equipment not 
complex. includes for each student desk with 
locker, good light from low windows which the stu- 
dent faces directly, set geometrical solids, ma- 
chine parts and other similar models and working 
library.

for many schools consummation devoutly 
wished” but spite all efforts and petitions not 
tate about running the required drawing and art 
courses even though have not all the above said 
equipment. With only half and even less than half 
that equipment wonders have been wrought. 
depends the teacher. Yes, drawing and art 
more than other subjects success depends the 
teacher. Teachers must procured who not only 
know the subject but who love and who can or- 
iginate numerous problems that are not only 
adapted the varying talent the class but 
intimately related the student’s life, thought and 
surroundings that they cannot but take interest 
them. Such teachers will not wait till standard ap- 
paratus installed. They can accomplish much 
ordinary recitation class room with little more 
means than pencil and paper but they realize 
great deal more with simple improvised equipment 
then, through the interest they have aroused and 
and because their results they gradually obtain 
from the powers that direct the school the equip- 
ment that good high school should have. With 
average apparatus and sound, enthusiastic teaching, 
even though the teacher only average talent,

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TRAINING FOR LIFE. 
Teaching the Mechanics Publication.

Since have been speak- 
ing writing will use- 
ful add some further re- 
flections upon teaching our 
Catholic pupils what may 
call the mechanics pub- 
lishing articles 
difference between just how 
and not just knowing how! 
the initiated publication 
is, after all, rather simple 

and everyday matter. the 
Rev. Garesché, uninitiate the world print 
mysterious, solemn, even 
awful. The geographers old decorated the un- 
known regions which they had occasion include 
their charts, with strange monsters, fabulous 
animals, anthropophagi, men with their faces be- 
tween their shoulders and similar terrifying crea- 
tures. When the explorers finally adventured into 
these same regions they found indeed various wild 
beasts and curious men, but nothing nearly 
strange terrifying the imaginations the 
chartographers had conjured up. 

something the same with the world print. 
The unexperienced, thinking that unknown re- 
gion, magnify its dangers, and multiply its diffi- 
culties. When the same world rightly explored, 
becomes very matter fact and open country, 
where there are indeed pitfalls, and even savage 
beasts but nothing near formidable the imag- 
ination has depicted. 

For this reason, recommend the earnest 
teacher especially the higher classes, give the 
pupil businesslike and objective explanation the 
affair publishing article book. These in- 
structions will useful all the students, giving 
them information about one the most important 
departments human activity. But those who 
have them become writers, such teaching 
particular advantage. will far remove 
the fear they may have trying have their ef- 
fusions printed. 

First all, the teacher might indicate the pu- 
pils what opportunities for the publication their 
writings are actually open them. Looking about 
with view finding chances for his scholars 
get their productions into print, the teacher will 
find suprising variety opportunities. most 
schools there exists least one school journal and 
this gives incentive not despised, and 
opportunity appear print not overlooked 
the pupil. Sometimes the class itself becomes 
ambitious publish its own sheet news and com- 
ments. The experience gained this way value- 
able. Just how far makes for the training 
writers hard calculate, but its influence must 
considerable. 

Besides these scholastic publications, however, 
the local press offers chance for publication the 
student’s writing. Sometimes regular contests are 
carried the papers and these can used 
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the teacher stimulate ambition and will write 
for publication. Once, sophomore class, the 
teacher English class spoke the pupils con- 
test which was just then announced the papers. 
Competition essay writing among the pupils 
the city was have its subject the character 
Julius Caesar and for prize the winners, cer- 
tain number the play. encouraged 
the boys write, but met with blank astonish- 
ment way response the suggestion. Only 
two three the boys the class seemed 
think they were capable entering into the con- 
test and they were the ones who least needed the 
incentive write. 

“We shall make class exercise then,” said the 
teacher. shall tell you something Julius Caesar 
refresh your memories and then every one will 
write the essay here and now. shall appoint 
one the class collect the essays and take them 
the newspaper office. will sign his 
name and address and shall see how many prizes 
the class can take.” 

was done. The essays were written, cor- 
rected the spot their authors, collected, and 
given charge one the class carry the 
newspaper office soon school was over. What 
was the surprise and delight the class when the 
results the contest were announced find that 
three their members had won prizes and had se- 
cured the right two expensive seats the theatre 
witness Shakespeare’s “Julius Caesar.” What 
added their interest was the fact that these three 
boys were authorship not precisely the bright 
particular stars the class. 

Just how much this experience had with his 
resolution, cannot tell. But one the boys 
thus distinguished took heart grace devote 
that this unexpected and encouraging success made 
him dare hope what afterwards accomplished 
—the winning livelihood his pen. 

But apart from contests this kind the teacher 
who interested the matter can make many op- 
portunities for pupils have their productions 
printed. Sometimes the pupils may encouraged 
answer statements which are erroneous mis- 
leading regard Catholic practice doctrine 
letter the editor the paper which the mis- 
take appeared, with the request that they given 
equal publicity.

his own instincts, The first taste blood awakens 
him the joy hunting his prey. 

the boy girl who has that inborn talent and 
urge for self-expression which qualifies for author- 
ship, may never realize the God-given faculty until 
taste actual joy which comes with the 
appearance poem, essay, story even, the 
public press.

The religious publications, weekly newspapers es- 
pecially, likewise offer considerable field for the 
pupils the higher classes. weekly appearing 
fifty-two times year consumes very great deal 
material. Contributions are usually not paid for, 
but for this reason the easier have them ac- 
cepted. The teacher will well encourage pu- 
pils the higher classes try their hand con- 
tributing for these relgiious publications. They 
should forewarned against discouragement 
case failure and should taught look send- 
ing contribution this way sort interest- 
ing game, the losses, that the returned manu- 
scripts being borne spirit good sportsman- 
ship, and not made occasion for discouragement. 

The editors these publications will, course, 
judge the contributions offered their objective 
value and probable interest. The pupil need not 
indicate that still school. This plan send- 
ing poems, stories, etc. for publication very good 
way testing their actual value. they are suc- 
cessful, good sign, and shows that they have 
appeal actual audience. 

The monthly publications and the weekly period- 
icals larger circulation not, course, offer 
ready field for the pupil contributor. Yet writers 
exceptional talent the higher classes college 
may well encouraged send the best their 
work these also. they are returned, there 
nothing lost save the postage. one should happen 
accepted, the encouragement would very 
precious. any event, the impulse continually 
strive for something better and higher fostered 
such efforts, 

While these pupils’ activities authorship are 
encouraged the zealous teacher, will well 
give the pupils the same time detailed knowl- 
edge how manuscripts are prepared for publica- 
tion and even the mechanical side the making 
books. The actual preparation typewritten 
copy for the printer should taught the class 
means object lessons. They should told 
prepare their manuscripts the usual size type- 
writing paper with double space between the 
lines and fair margin. They should taught 
how make corrections that the printer will 
understand them, and how send clear, fair 
copy that the proof reader will need only make 
the print conform the manuscript. 

They should shown practically the methods 
proof-reading. From the local weekly they can per- 
haps secure some the old galley proofs with cor- 
rections see how the work actually done, 
and visit newspaper office will serve initi- 
ate them into the actual surroundings which 
papers are composed and printed. 

Finally, the way which book written may 
well explained them and illustrated ex- 


amples. These may told that the first step for 
the prospective author choose his subject, mak- 
ing sure select one which competent 
write and which the public will wish read. 
must then decide how long the book going be. 
The pupils may then, class, estimate the number 
words various books the well known meth- 
counting the number words six eight 
lines average page, and thus estimating the 
usual number words line, then determining 
the number lines the page. After this, 
simple exercise multiplication the number 
words line multiplied the number lines 
page, multiplied the number pages 
book, will give them the number words the 
book. 

may surprise the pupils and interest them 
learn just how many words takes make 
average book, and how widely the number words 
can vary. rather small book may only contain 
twenty thousand words. larger volume, especial- 
the print small, may number seventy 
eighty thousand words. Very large books, 
course, will found run indefinitely beyond 
hundred thousand words. 

this way, the author may determine before 
hand about how many words wishes his book 
contain. may then decide the number 
words each chapter, and then estimates the 
number words page ordinary typewriting 
such means use for his manuscript, can 
readily determine just how many pages type- 
writing wishes have each chapter and 
each chapter and the whole book. Dividing his 
subject into chapters and determining just what 
means treat every chapter, has the form 
his book before him. 

the same time, the study actual examples, 
may brought home the student that the out- 
ward form the book ‘and its mechanical make-up 
are only its body.

discussion far having been chiefly concerned 

with underlying principles general orientation, 
may now turn special and detailed questions meth- 
ods procedure. These methods will have deter- 
mined various factors. The highest organizing prin- 
ciple that must always kept view when settling the 
methods employed religious teaching the aim 
religious instruction and training. This aim decides 
the attitude which the religious teacher will assume 
towards the discoveries modern experimental psycholo- 
and the accepted practice modern pedagogics. The 
religious teacher cannot handle his subject with the same 
freedom that permitted the teacher other branches. 
enjoys much less latitude, because his case the 
material aspects predominate over those form. ap- 
plying modern ways the teaching his subject 
naturally exercises severer ecclecticism and reserve than 
would expected the ordinary teacher. 

encouraging that this cautious conservatism 
gaining friends and finding ardent advocates. The idea 
that every new method must immediately applied 
the teaching religion longer universally held. 
Dissenting voices have arisen that counsel caution and 
moderation this respect. recent manual for Cate- 
chists the following good and sound advice may read: 
“But right here must guard against the danger per- 
mitting ourselves swept away misguided, enthu- 
zeal. Prudence dictates that proceed cautiously 
matter such tremendous importance, lest play 
into the hands our shrewd enemies. certainly would 
mistake break abruptly with old, well-tried 
method. While the principles psychology must receive 
their due share consideration, must likewise regard 
with suspicion, method which endeavors build and 
develop the teaching religion principles psycho- 
logy pure and simple. The imparting religious knowl- 
edge cannot placed level with the teaching 
secular knowledge. means necessary, nor 
worthy the exalted subject, first sugarcoat the dog- 
mas faith with worldly sentimentality, they were 
bitter pill swallow. Disguising religious truth under 
the cheap garb common play and amusement the 
chief vehicle for conveying these truths the minds 
our little ones, hardly becoming the dignity the 
word the Rev. Joseph Weigand. The 
Catechist and the Catechumen. Manual Religion 
for Teachers and for Private Instruction; New York, 
Benziger Brothers, 1924.) This splendid common 
Something like this was actually needed. For entirely 
too much zeal not enough wisdom have been displayed 
along the lines modernizing religious teaching our 
schools. Incidentally, religious teachers will glad that 
the helpful manual has been brought their attention. 

The other elements that influence the choice method 
are the capacity those instructed, their individual 
needs, special circumstances time and place, the pecu- 
liar trend and mentality the age and the general reli- 
gious condition the times. factors are rightly 
taken into account, but they are subordinate impor- 
tance and may not allowed eclipse the main and 
highest aim. will depend upon these secondary factors, 
for example, whether the teaching will reduced mere 
essentials whether will full and comprehensive; 
whether polemic tone will adopted not; whether 
argument will predominate authoritative statement; 
whether the memory will addressed chiefly the 
reasoning faculty. All these things are contingent upon 
the actual environment. Absolute uniformity cannot 
obtained nor it, our mind least, desirable. 
believe reasonable margin for the exercise per- 
sonal judgment and individual preferences. Methods are 
not intended stifle the personality, but serve 
guide and help. Every method must readjusted 
the particular requirements the case and colored 
the character the teacher. are fair way 
becoming slaves method and exalt beyond all 
proportions. 


Even non-Catholic writers are discovering that 


great subserviency experimental psychology and 
practical pedagogics may detrimental the best in- 
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terests religion. Thus Dr. Francis Hall pleads for 
conservative methods teaching religion. “My purpose, 
writes, does not require deal exhaustively with 
subject, but with certain aspects which are in- 
creasingly disregarded. They are disregarded ostensibly 
the interest more efficient pedagogical methods, but 
really obedience emasculated conception reli- 
gion and aims which have be*kept view truly 
religious education. That efficient pedagogical methods 
are vital, and that recent investigations the psychology 
the child-mind have reckoned with making 
them efficient cannot reasonably denied. But apt 
forgotten that the purpose religious education 
even more paramount, and that when pedagogic methods 
are applied drive that purpose into the back- 
ground, and under the actual conditions our time often 
nullify the possibility its fulfimnet, serious mis- 
take being made. theory being pushed regardless 
the practical circumstances which ought control 
its application, The cult method, when made dis- 
place the very thing which are set do, becomes 
menace instead guide.” (Religious Education the 
Young, ‘Anglican Theological Review, New York, May 
1924.) Not the degrec mentioned the above passage 
does the evil exist among us; the Ecclesiatical authorities 
see that and prevent dilution the dogmatic content 
religious instruction; yet may limited extent 
apply these warning words ourselves and allow them 
coo! somewhat our zeal for revolutionizing the tradi- 
tional methods. 

the lower classes the catechetical method not 
well adapted. The vehicle communicate knowledge 
these grades the narrative. The best way teaching 
religion beginners set forth plain, connected 
and synthetic statements. Again agree with Father 
Weigand, who since member the School Board 
the Diocese Columbus has had vast opportunities 
gathering evperience and consequently can speak with 
authority. has arrived this conclusion:

deviate somewhat from our present method, giving pref- 
erance what known the direct method, rather than 
the catechetical method which have been accus- 
timed. According this bethod one more articles 
faith are proposed the form positive statement, 
memorized. This method seems enjoy the advantage 
carrying with more direct and stronger conviction. 
also has the other advantage preserving admirably 
interrelation the various truths religion.’ 

The aim the catechetical method clarify knowl- 
edge and give more precise and scientific formula- 
tion. presupposes knowledge somewhat amor- 
phous condition. Upon this preexisting information 
wishes impose definite structure and exact form. 
this purpose eminently suited. Nothing crystal- 
lizes thought when given utterance answer 
pregnant question. Hence, remain staunch sup- 
porters the catechetical method. Still not ab- 
solute method and there are occasions when out 
place. the first imparting information according 
our opinion does not lend itself well, and we, 
therefore, believe that should reserved for the higher 
and more advanced grades where, indeed, will render 
most excellent service. 

The objection might made that our Catholic children 
not come school totally ignorant the truths 
religion. Most them, not all, have imbibed much 
preliminary knowledge matters faith from their par- 
ents. ‘The Catholic home provides sufficient elementary 
religious instruction warrant the application the 
catechetical method when the child enters upon its 
scholastic career. not prepared admit that the 
average modern home supplies the child with much re- 
ligious instruction. Times this respect have changed 
and means for the better. The religious knowledge 
which the child acquires home both fragmentary and 
inaccurate. systematic attempt any longer made 
the home today give the children good ground- 
ing religious knowledge.

Few parents feel any responsibility this regard. They 
imagine that they fulfill every obligation towards the in- 
struction their children when the send them school.

Sketches the Great Doctors the Church. 


Saint Athanasius 

was born Alexandria 296, and was the champion 
and defender the Church against the Arian heresy. 
his acuteness, learning, and eloquence was due the 
condemnation Arianism the Council Nice 325 
stood unmoved against four Roman emperors, 
was exiled five times from his see. Nevertheless, firm 
and unbending was defense. the Catholic faith 
that merited the title “Father Orthodox.” After 
stormy life, expired peace 373. wrote four 
Orations against the Arians, Apology against the 
Arians, work the Blessed Trinity and the Holy 
Ghost, treatise the Incarnation, and one the Ad- 
vent Our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Saint Basil the Great, 

Archbishop Caesarea Cappadocia was born Caesa- 
rea about 330. Athems, where studied, formed 
close and holy friendship with St. Gregory Nazianzen. 
These two future lights the Church vied with one 
another, both learning and sanctity, for St. Gregory 
tells know but two streets the city, one lead- 
ing the Church, the other leading the schools.” 
Basil remained four five years Athens. According 
the custom the Church his time, was not bap- 
tized until 357. was ordained priest 364 Bishop 
Eusebius, and chosen bishop Caesarea 370. His 
energy, zeal, learning and eloquence combined with his 
great holiness life made him powerful instrument 
the hands God for crushing and beating back the Arian 
and Macedonian heresies the East. St. Basil was the 
founder several monastic institutions Pontus and 
Cappadocia, the Basilians being the principal religious 
order the East even our day. His strong character 
and eminent sanctity won for him the title Great. His 
death took place 379. His works are theological 
and ascetical character, and include also sermons, and 
commentaries. The liturgy ascribed St. Basil still 
used the Eastern Church. 


Saint Gregory Nazianzen. 

This holy Doctor the Church was born Arianzus 
Asia Minor 325, and was one three children 
Gregory, Bishop Nazianzus, and Nonna, daughter 
Christian parents. Here must remember that the 
Eastern Church differed from the Western Church 
the matter celibracy. Gregory pursued his studies 
first Caesarea, Cappadocia, then Caesarea Pales- 
tine, where studied rhetoric, lastly Athens, where 
renewed his friendship with St. Basil, begun Caesa- 
rea. After ten years returned Nazianzus, being then 
thirty years age. young man his high 
ments, distinguished secular career was open, either 
that lawyer professor rhetoric; but his as- 
turned towards the monastic life, had re- 
solved devote his talents God. Consulting his old 
friend, Basii, this important choice, the two friends 
lived seclusion hermits for several years. 361 
Gregory was ordained priest, though his extreme humili- 
made him reluctant accept that dignity. 381 
was chosen Bishop Constantinople the Second 
General Council. died about the year 389. wrote 
forty-five Orations, which are properly speaking dog- 
matical treatises the Holy Trinity. Gregory’s claims 
rank one the greatest theologians the early 
Church are based chiefly the five great “Theological 
Discourses,” which delivered Constantinople, about 
the year 380. has been said, “Being saint first 
ard theoligian afterwards,” Gregory insisted two 
principles, that reverence treating the mysteries 
faith, principle entirely ignored the Arians; the 
second, the purity life and example which al! who 
dealt with these high matters must show forth, their 
teaching was effectual.

Saint Ambrose 

surnamed the “Athanasius the West” was born 
Treves 340. was descended from ancient family 
Rome, which early date had embraced Chris- 
tianity, and had numbered among its scions both Chris- 
tian martyrs and high officials state. Ambrose was 
the youngest three children. His sister Marcellina 
received the virginal veil from Pope Liberius, but lived 
home and assisted her mother the religious training 
Ambrose and his brother. His proficiency in, and 
through mastery the Greek language was extreme 
not only Ambrose himself but also 
Church later on. One biographer St. Ambrose goes 
far say, “In all probability the Greek Schism 
would not have taken place, had the East and West con- 
tinued converse intimately did St. Ambrose and 
St. Basil. After completing his liberal educattion, ap- 
plied himself the study and practice law, and such 
were his eloquence and ability pleading that was 
promoted the office governor Liguria 
and Aemilia. When the see Milan became vacant 
374, Ambrose was unanimously chosen bishop, but like 
many other believers that age from misguided 
reverence for the sanctity baptism, Ambrose was still 
only Catechumen. Though sincerely averse 
ing bishop, for which his previous training had way 
fitted him, finally consented, received baptism, and 
eight days later, December 374, after the necessary pre- 
liminary orders had been conferred him, was con- 
secrated bishop, being then his thirty-fifth year. His 
first act his episcopate was divest himself worldly 
goods. With genius truly Roman, he, like Cicero and 
Virgil, digested and cast into Latin mould best 
fruits Greek thought. The conversion the skilled 
rheorician Augustine forms the highest Am- 
brose, orator. The great bishop Hippo declares, 
“Ambrose was one those who speak the truth, and 
speak well, judiciously, pointedly and with beauty and 
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power expression.” Ambrose the magnanimity 
the Roman patrician was tempered the meekness and 
charity the Christian saint. Greatly does redound 
the firmness and fearlessness Ambrose that the Em- 
peror Theodusius submitted the public penance in- 
flicted him the holy bishop atonement for the 
indiscriminate massacre the Thessalonians. St. Am- 
brose has always shared with St. Jerome, St. Augustine, 
and St. Gregory, the titlte the Doctor the Church. 
Church his own time and the preceding centuries. 
Most his writings are really homiless, spoken com- 
mentaries the Old and New Testaments. his dis- 
courses was clear, sober, practical, and always aimed 
persuading his hearers act once the principles 
and arguments laid down, which affect nearly every phase 
their religious moral life. His extant writings be- 
long four classes; exegetical, dogmatic, ascetico-moral, 
and occasional. This holy Doctor died 397. 
Saint Augustine Hippo 

was born Tagaste Africa 354, having for mother 
Monica, the ideal Christian mothers. His father, 
Patricius was still pagan, but through the shining light 
Monica’s virtues, was led see the truth, and was 
baptized, dying holy death 371. received 
Christian education, and was signed with the cross, be- 
ing then enrolled catechumen. Once when very ill, 
asked for baptism, but the danger soon passing, 
deferred receiving this sacrament, owing deplorable 
custom the times. Three great ideas were indelibly 
impressed his mind his association with men 
prayer. These were, Divine Providence, the future life 
with terrible sanctions, and Christ the Savior. From the 
book his learn the excesses into which 
plunged, and which afterwards bitterly deplored. 
Leading such licentious life, gladly accepted the 
false teahings the Manichean heresy, which declared 
the existence two principles, one good, the other 
evil, and that man consists two parts, mind and 
matter, the latter being the seat all evil. Augustine’s 
clear and logical mind was disillusioned after nine years, 
and rejected the Menichean doctrines based depraved 
philosophy which himself tells us, “destroys every 
thing and builds nothing.” the age twenty-nine, 
fell under the influence Bishop Ambrose, who won 
him over his kindness, attending regularly his 
preaching. For three years longer the struggle went 
Augustine’s soul, but last the great search-light 
Divine grace discovered him through the study the 
Holy Scriptures that Jesus Christ alone the 
the Truth, and the Life.” was then thirty-three years 
old. Towards the beginning Lent, 387, went 
Milan, and was baptized Easter Day, during Easter- 
tide that year. Being ordained priest 391, vigor- 
ously combatted the Manichean heresy, and with prodi- 
gious success. the age forty-two was conse- 
crated bishop and became coadjutor Valerius, primate 
Africa. Forced thereby leave the monastery which 
had founded, the new bishop knew well how com- 
bine the exercise his pastoral duties with the austeri- 
ties religious life, and the episcopal house Hippo 
became veritable nursery, which supplied the founders 
monasteries that were soon spread all over Africa. 
amply and magnificently did St. Augustine develop his 
theory the Church that was given the 
“Doctor the Church” also “Doctor Divine Grace.” 
His principal writings are, called from 
the Biblical sense the word ‘confiteri,” not avowal, 
nor account, but the praise soul that admires the 
action God within itself. The finest pages his “Con- 
fessions” were penned the result the emotion that 
Augustine experienced the loss that mother, 
whom owed not only his bodily life, but also the 
spiritual life his The “City God” begun 
413 considered the most important work the great 
Bishop Hippo. His other works interest theologians 
chiefly but it, like the “Confessions” belongs general 
literature, and appeals every soul. one biographer 
the saint tells us, The “Confessions” are theology 
which has been lived the soul, and the history 
God’s action individuals, while the “City God” 
theology framed the history humanity, and explain- 
ing the action God the world. “His controversial 
works are many and varied, against the Manicheans, 


Donatists, Pelagians, and Arians. these, St. 
Augustine left the Church the treasures his “Dog- 
matic and Moral Exposition and his Pastorals. His great 
Letter the nuns monastery Hippo where his 
sister had been superior and which his two nieces 
lived known the “Rule St. Augustine,” which 
followed many religious, both men and women. 

During the eighteen months siege Hippo Gen- 
seric, the Vandal, the great St. Augustine, “the conquest 
his mother’s tears and prayers,” being his scventy- 
sixth year, went gaze forever Him whom had 
addressed the fervor his conversion,” Eternal 
Beauty! too late have known Thee. Infinite Good- 
ness! too late have loved Thee. 

Saint Jerome 

was born Stridon, town the confines Dalmatia 
and Pannonia, about the year 340. Going Rome the 
year 360, received baptism, and became interested 
ecclesiastical affairs. From Rome went Trier, fa- 
mous for its schools, and there began his theofogical 
studies. From 374 379 ascetical life the 
desert Calchis, south-west Antioch. Having been 
ordained priest Antioch, went Constantinople, 
where formed lasting friendship with St. Gregory 
386 went Bethlehem, and there be- 
came the spiritual father Paula and Eustochium, two 
Roman ladies who founded convent there: 

The literary work St. Jerome falls under these heads: 
works the Bible, theological controversies, historical 
works, various letters and translations, especially the 
translation the New Testament into Latin. pro- 
found Biblical knowledge makes him rank first among 
ancient exegetes. His knowledge Hebrew was ac- 
quired severe cost, for himself tells that though 
had performed many and severe penances, con- 
sidered the study Hebrew the severest. died 
Bethlehem, September 30, 420. 

Saint Gregory the Great 
was born Rome about 540. His father, Gordianus, was 
wealthy patrician, owned large estates Sicily, and 
mansion the Caelian Hill Rome. His mother, Silvia, 
November third. Gregory’s education know little, 
but not least among the educating influences, 
religious atmosphere his home. loved meditate 
the Holy Scriptures, and listen the conversation 
his elders, that “he was devoted God 
youth 573 Gregory though little more than thirty 
years old was made prefect Rome. About the year 
574, after long inward struggle and earnest prayer, 
Gregory decided abandon all, and become inonk. 
His Sicilian estates were given found six monas- 
teries there, and his home the Caelian Hill was trans- 
formed into another, under the patronage St. Andrew. 
For three years led life retirement the monas- 
tery, where. practiced great austerities. 578 the 
pope ordained him one the seven deacons Rome. 
The following year was sent Pope Pelagius II. 
his permancnt ambassador Byzantium. Amidst all 
the wordly atmosphere the Byzantine Court. Gregory 
and his religious brethren who had accompanied him, led 
the monastic life far circumstances would permit. 
Probably about the year 585 returned Rome and 
became abbot St. Andrew’s soon afterwards. the 
death Pope Pelagius II. Gregory was unanimously 
proclaimed pope September 590. From this date 
604, period fourteen years, accomplished work 
enough have exhausted the energies life time. 
labored zealously uproot heresy, heal schism, and 
spread the Gospel heathen lands, sending St. Augus- 
tine Canterbury evangelize England. his deal- 
ings with the churches the West, Gregory acted in- 
variably the assumption that all were subject the 
jurisdiction the Roman See. There can not the 
smallest doubt that Gregory claimed for the Apostolic 
See and for himself Pope, primacy not honor, but 
supreme authority over the Church Universal. The 
last years Gregory’s life were filled with every kind 
suffering, from which was happily released the 
12th March, 604. art, the great Pope usually 
shown full pontificial robes, with the tiara and double 
cross. dove his special emblem, allusion the

ness. From one question might come inferences for 
all three lists; and then the differentiation 
means rigid; there must intertwining. 

The teacher has now least beginning un- 
derstanding his pupils. itself is, theo- 
retic knowledge must ever be, potent, maybe even 
beautiful, but can utility others only when 
its pent-up power and beauty are purposefully and 
artfully employed. The art teaching and edu- 
cating should immeasurably inspired sub- 
stantial knowledge those dependent upon us; but 
only proportion our ability the art edu- 
cating will our knowledge our pupils, or, fact, 
anything else, ultimate worth them. One 
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thing, however, even this beginning understand- 
ing them ought emphasize us, which is, that 
each one them distinct and differing being 
and demands distinct and differing daily considera- 
tion and treatment. 

The tyro teacher and the superclious one must 
not too certain that there can little re- 
lationship between some the questions noted 
above and singularly successful educational 
achievement. Some few years ago otherwise apt 
pupil, the seventh grade, had for long months, 
not years, proved the despair his teachers arith- 
metic.

The intellectual changes this period are distinc- 
tively and exclusively human. The consciousness 
free-will strongly asserts itself, and from now 
deliberate acts are performed with end 
view. The mind which formerly required concrete 
experience order understand fully, now 
grasp abstract ideas and use knowledge 
facts bases for more extended reasoning. The 
power weigh motives action, discriminate 
their moral value, realize that chioce de- 
pends upon free-will, emphasizes itself un- 
certain way upon the newly-awakened mind. La- 
tent propensities await favorable opportunity for 
display, and hereditary influences are struggling 
manifest themselves. 

All those who have taught children during their 
adolescent period know the strength their aver- 
sion for drills and repetitions; how prone they are 
run away from school because they find these 
tiresome and uninteresting; how naturally self- 
assertive and independent spirit; how stubborn 
and disobedient under the slightest provocation; 
how much easier get results employing the 
factor interest rather than that forced effort; 
how much more productive good appeal 
reason and common sense than threat involv- 
ing punishment. 

Feeling all-powerful factor the forming 
character, well dominant urge im- 
pulses. While the enjoyment pleasure and the 
avoidance pain very frequently motivate courses 
action all walks life, the Christian educator 
will not fail give additional motive—duty 
the will God. Free-will importuned all these 
impelling forces will, properly trained, decide 
favor the strongest and best stimuli. 

Throughout the full extent this period, the 
youth experiences all kinds feelings which find 
expression the roseate hopes, the dreamy long- 
ings, and the fervid passions emotional life. Fluc- 
tuations frequently occur and give way those 
doubt, discouragement, and despondency; but 
the teacher should bear mind that from the 
well-spring the emotions flow 
strength and energy character.

Against Federal Control Schools. 

writer the Dearborn Inde- 
pendent draws convincing arguments 
against Federal Control Schools. 
goes back the early days our 
history Republic and claims that 


when our Constitution was adopted the 
school then was considered too intimate and 
delicate matter intrusted any way 
the Federal Government. This statement 
based on inference, for there is almost no 
record except the fact that the Constitution 
the United States makes reference 
schools or education. ames Madison pro- 
posed in the convention which framed it that 
the general government be authorized to “‘es- 
tablish seminaries learning for the promo- 
tion of literature and the arts and sciences.’ 
Apparently the proposal was not discussed nor 
voted on. It is doubtful if any group of 
men, individuals, ever had greater fervor 
for education than did that which wrote the 
Constitution. The inference, therefore, is that 
they were all but unanimous in the belief 
that would not safe for the Federal Gov- 
ernment to have any power whatever over 
either the schools the churches; for God, 
too, was omitted from the Constitution. 

The omission schools from the Constitu- 
tion was emphasized by the Tenth Amendment, 
reserving to the states and the people all pow- 
ers not positively granted the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Thus all authorities hold that the 
Federal Government has constitutional 
right to exercise any power whatever over 
education in the states. 

Although the Federal Government was de- 
nied all authority in the premises, the growth 
of schools and the spread of education in this 
country is among the marvelous developments 
of the age. 

Our National Government has given 
many millions acres land to- 
wards public education but never has 
claimel thereby control schools. 
The question Federal Control 
not new one—it has often been 
brought before Congress but always 
defeated. 1866 Fernando Wood, 
New York, claimed: 

“This department likely fall 
into improper hands and used 
for improper political purposes.’
